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CQ DX 2 Meters 


In an age when VHF DX is measured in globe circling distances, it is 
easy to forget the thrill of terrestrial contacts measuring merely 
hundreds, not thousands of miles. My recollection of a certain 150 mile 
contact in the late 1950's and the feeling of accomplishment which 
accompanied it glows dimly in the recesses of my consciousness. There 
have been too many 150 mile repeater contacts...too many EME contacts... 
and a few satellite contacts in between. 


The thrill has returned! Although the recent terrestrial contacts on 
2 meters have not come close to shattering my old DX record on that band, 
they have stimulated an appetite for more of the same. 


Several weeks ago, I am pleased to report, I had the pleasure of 
working Curt Harris, KL7IUJ on 144.2 MHz SSB at his home in Iliamna, a 
distance of 202 miles. Curt uses a Cushcraft 214B Junior Boomer and 
IC-290H with 25 watts of output power. Signals faded in and out but 
signals peaked S-5 at times durring the two days of scheduled contacts. 


Curt is obviously as hooked as I am, so he took his equipment across 
Lake Iliamna by boat and set up operations on Big Mountain, the location 
of a former White Alice communication station. On saturday morning, June 11 
we again made contact. The distance was 227 miles and this time we had 
company. 

The list of those working KL7IUJ on that morning included KL/QS, 
KL70X, W5AHO, KL7AP and KL7CQ in Anchorage and KL7LA and KL/JKW in 
Montana Creek. The distance from Montana Creek to Big Mountain is 263 
miles.

“ If there is anything that you would like me to 
7) cover in this column, from technical to oper- 
a ational or anything between, I'll try to accomodate 
= ~ any requests. I have been asked to review some 
- repeater operating guidelines this month. Let's 


look at an ideal scenario: 


Orville, NL7ZZ wishes to use the 34/94 machine so he turns on the radio and 
dials in the frequency. He listens for about 15 seconds to make sure the 
machine is not in use. He's not sure if the machine is up so he wants to 
hear the comforting squelch tail before making his call. He keys and quick- 
ly identifies. He'd never think of just kerchunking the repeater because 
that is illegal. Also, knowing that the FCC frowns on using cutesy phoenit- 
ics for a required ID he just says "N L 7 Z Z" instead of the "Nothing 

like seven zebra zits" that he uses to be amusing. 


Satisfied that the machine works, he makes his brief call to NL7ZY, repeating 
the call but once and specifying the frequency, "94" during the call. 

He waits a moment and calls again. After another moment with no answer he 
clears, indicating he's done with the call. After awhile he decides to make 
a general call to anybody. He keys and says, "NL7ZZ monitoring 94." 


Still he gets no response but after awhile NL7ZY shows up talking to NL7ZX. 
Knowing that it is very rude and poor practice to "tail end" each other, 
they always wait for the beep. (When they are on a 'beepless' repeater they 
make a point of waiting after each transmission giving someone a chance to 
get in.) Orville remembers that he wanted to talk to NL7ZY so he wants to 
get into the conversation. Since his need to barge in is not critical, he 
just gives his call after NL7ZX unkeys and before the beep. They recognize 
him and he joins the discussion which ends up being about methods to break 
into a conversation on the radio. Orville explains that just giving your 
call is sufficient to jump in and join the contact and that use of the word 
"break" is reserved for urgent situations. He says that one "break" is used 
if you are in a hurry like trying to catch somebody who has just signed, and 
that "break, break" is an urgent need such as for highway assistance, and 
that "break, break, break" is reserved for life and death situations. 


The conversation continues for a bit in a round robin fashion. Each person 
keeps from getting too long winded as he might on HF; they keep each trans- 
mission relatively brief and concise. Yet this friendly conversation con- 
tinues for sometime with nobody worrying about monopolizing the repeater 
because they always wait for the beep and even often leave long pauses 
encouraging anyone needing the machine to jump in and say so. Each remem- 
bers to ID at least once in 10 minutes. They eventually wish each other 
well and sign off. 


This, of course, is a fairy tale. Each of us is occasionally guilty of an 
infraction or discourtesy that these model hams wouldn't dream of. Still we 
should all try to emulate these exemplory operating procedures keeping 
courtesy and common sense as our guidelines. The source for these guidelines 
is "FM & Repeaters" and "The FCC Rule Book" both by the ARRL. Next month will 
be about auto patch operating quidelines.
